Navy Department Was Slow To 
Believe Santiago Bombarded 


MARINES MAY HAVE LANDED 


kimi Was Not Hampered by ‘Instruc- 
tions and Could Act as He Pleases, 


MAY HAVE WANTED HONOR OF INVASION 


Washington Officials Are Certain That 
No Troops Have Yet Left Ameri- 
can Ports for Cuba and Ex- 
pected No Work by the 

Fleet. 


Washington, June 7.—Starting out with a 
strong belief that there had been nothing 
in the nature of a serious engagement 
between Sampson's forces and the Spanish 
defenses at Santiago, the navy department 
officials, as the day wore on and the full 
detailed report of the Associated Press 
from its correspondents with the fleet be- 
gan to flow in, were compelled to modify 
their view, and when the day closed they 
were about ready to admit that though 
without official information on the subject 
it was evident that Sampson Had made a 
strong attack upon the Spanish forts. 

The one point upon which they maintained 
their confidence was that no troops had 
been landed. They were prepared to admit 
that Sampson might be clearing the way 
with his big guns for the landing of the 
troops or that possibly some marines 
had been landed temporarily, but that 
forces had been put ashore they would not 
admit, for the reason that no information 
had reached the war department of the 
actual departure of the soldiers from the 
gulf ports for Cuba. It is denied, however, 
‘that every effort is making to put the 
troops into Cuba at the earliest possible 
moment, and this afternoon it is believed, 
although no official advices to that effect 
were at hand, that the troops have actual- 
ly been embarking at Tampa today, and 
may g¢t away tonight. ~ 

The reason for this belief is found in 
the admission by officials that the troops 
have been under orders to embark for 
some time past. The difficulty that pre- 
sented itself was the absence of absolutely 
necessary supplies, which in’ most cases 
were stored away in some of the thous- 
ands of freight cars which blocked the 
railroad tracks for miles out from Tam- 
pa. The orders that went forward yester- 
day were of a character to force a speedy 
breaking of the deadlock and if the troops 
now have their supplies, which is believed 
to be the case, there no reason why they 
ehould not sail at onc Santiago. 

Wanted To Land Before Troops. 

By the newspaper reports of the breach 
Sampson has made in the coast defenses 
there. there is every reason to believe that 
little difficulty will be found in the actual 
debarkation of the troops, particularly if 
marines are already ashore to guard the 
landing. <A suspicion is entertained in some 
quarters that Sampson was hastened in 
his movements at Santiago by the news 
of the intended departure of the troops 
from Tampa and made this attack in order 
that the navy alone might have the honor 
of effecting the first occupation of Cuban 
soil. 

It is likely that the first troops of the 
regular army to take up a position ashore 
will be the engineer battalion, although 
they are so badly hampered by the heavy 
siege trains they carry that they must 
be greatly delayed in making a landing. 
These guns, by the way, have given in- 
finite trouble, for the transports that were 
hastily chartered were so lightly construct- 
ed as to require a great deal of strengthen- 
ing before the great oe of steel could 
l laced in them. 
re extent of Sampson’s attack on the 
Santiago defenses hes brought out one 
fact very cleary, namely, that he has 
practically unlimited power as to the time 
‘and charactef of an attack, and that he is 
ur hampered by restrictions from Wash- 
ington. The exact natug of his orders have 
never been made public, but a naval official 
in a position to know what they are, said 
that Adrfiral Sampson had greater power 
ecnferred upon him than had ev@ér been 
given to any commander-in-chief. It was 
for him to decide on the time for an attack 
and the place and manner of its execu- 
tion. He may attack before troops arrive 
or, in his dixcretion, aet without the co- 


operation of troops. Or, if circumstances” 


wefrant, he may refrain from any opera- 
tions. In short, it is said that Admiral 
Sampson is complete master of the tacti- 
cai and strategic operations by the naval 
forces off Santiago. Thig is in: line with the 
policy approved by the highest naval au- 
thorities. 

_WNictheroy May Be Defective. 

The cruiser Buffalo, lately the Nicthe- 
roy of the Brazilian navy, 
Hampton Roads today directly from Bra- 
zl. The vessel, it is learned, is not yet 
actually on the United States naval Lists. 
She has been acquired subject to certain 
conditions -that will doubtless be strictly 
fulfilled by the Brazilian government, but 
which have not been met. They are that 
the ship must be turned over in good con- 
dition as to hull and machinery. The ord- 
nance will be supplied by the United States 
government in the shape of ten six-inch 
rapid-fire guns, now ready to be put in the 
ship. The machinery’ of the Buffalo is 
known to be in bad shape, but just to 
what extent is not known here. The ship 
will be inspected by a naval board when 
She is ready for delivery to the govern- 
ment. Meanwhile, the work of putting her 
in condition will go on at once at Newport 
News. 

The death of Captain Gridley has remov-

Victory at Manila, The promotions recom- 


mended by the president are the subject of 
much talk between naval officers. Those 
Who did not participate in the battle are 
naturally displeased at being **jJumped,”’ 
and they point out the evils of the prac- 
tice, among them being the probability 
that some of the very officers advanced 
are likely to be in turn jumped, and so 
practically set back by some of the officers 
now on duty with Sampson's fleet, who 
may distinguish themselves in battle. 
These officers are urging that it would be 
only prudent and fair to go slowly in the 
matter of making promotions of this char- 
acter and wait until the war is ended, when 
all the meritorious officers be rewarded in 
strict accordance with their merit. 

It will be good news for the many per- 
sons interested directly or indirectly in 
claims against the Spanish government 
frowing out of ill treatment in Cuba, or 
loss to property sustained there, to know 
that the state department has not lost 
sight of them and that their interests are 
to be fully conserved when it comes to a 
final settlement between the United States 
and Spain. The claims on file in the state 
department now amount to an aggregate of 
$16,000,000 and it is the purpose when a 
treaty of peace is drawn to provide therein 
for their settlement, either directly or 
through the more usual means of a joint 
claims commission. 


HAVANA CLAIMS A VICTORY. 


Sampson’s Bombardment of Santiago 
an American ‘Defeat. 

Havana, June 6.—(Delayed in transmis- 
sion.)\—Details from Spanish sources ‘ re- 
ceived here today of the bombardment this 
(Monday) morning of the forts of Santiago 
by the American fleet say the warships 
of the United States fired about 1,500 pro- 
jactiles of all kinds, This fire,the Spaniards 
add, was aniswerea@ by Morro castle and the 
batteries of Socapa and Punta Gorda. At 
noon, it is added, another bombardment be- 
Gan against Aguadores, east of Santiago 
de Cuba, the firing lasting one hour. Both 
attacks, the Spanfards assert, were fre- 
pulsed. 

Morro castle is admitted to have been 
damaged, as was the “exterior headquar- 
ters built during the time of peace at 
Cayo Smith,’ and in addition the Spanish 
cruiser Reina Mercedes is said to have been 
“slightly damaged.’’ The Spanish .com- 
mander,at Santiago reports that the Amer- 
icans did not dismount one piece of artil- 
lery and he says that nine of the Ameri- 
can vessels disappeared from sight before 
dark. 

The Spanish navy losses are reported to 
be one chief and five sailors killed and one 
officer and twelve sailors wounded. Finally 
the Spanish version of the affair says: 

‘The American losses are supposed to be 
considerable.’’ 

Captain General Blanco has congratu- 
lated General Linares, the Spanish mili- 
tary cOmmander at Santiago, and those who 
took part in the fight.

San Francisco; June 7.—Among the pas- 
sengers on the Belgic today from Hong 
Kong were four men who participated in 
the fight off Manila on May Ist. 

They are Paymaster G. A. Loud, of the 
dispatch boat McCulloch; Dr. Charles’ P. 
Kindelberger, surgeon of the Olympia; 
Ralph Phillips, secretary to the captain of 
the McCulloch, and J. C. Evans, gunner of 
the Boston. They left Manila on May Oth. 
Dr. Kindelberger and Gunner Evans are 
going home on account of expiration of 
their sea time. Paymaster Loud and Mr. 
Phillips are here on business and will se- 
turn to the McCulloch. 

They all speak of the valor and determli- 
nation of their opponents in the battle of 
Manila. They say that the Spaniards 
fought bravely after the last vextige of 
hope had gone and stayed by their guns as 
long as they could be used.

sampson Opens Fire on the Cuban Defense and After De- 
molishing the Fortifications and Silencing the 
Batteries Withdraws---Spanish Loss 
Was Very Heavy. 


Kingston, Jamaica, June 7.—The Americam fleet engaged the Spanish batteries defending the entrance to Santiago 
Monday, and after three hours’ bombardment silenced nearly all the forts, destroyed several earthworks and rendered 


the Estrella and Cayo batteries, the t wo principal fortifications, useless. 

The fleet formed in double column six miles off Morro castle at 6 o’clock in the morning and steamed in slowly 3,000 
yards off shore, the Brooklyn leading, followed by the Marblehead, Texas and Massachusetts, and turned westward. 

The second line, the New York leading, with the New Orleans, Yankee, Iowa and Oregon following, 
ward. The Vixen and Suwanee were far out on the left flank watching the riflemen on shore. The Dolphin and Porter 


turned east- 


did similar duty on the right flank. The line headed by the New York attacked the new earthworks near Morro castle. 
The Brooklyn column ‘took up a station opposite the Estrella and Catalina batteries and the earthworks along the shore. 

The Spanish batteries remained silent. It is doubtful whether the Spaniards were able to determine the character of 
the movement, owing to the dense fog and heavy rain which were the weather features Monday morning. Suddenly the Towa 
fired a twelve-inch shell, which struck the base of Estrella battery and tore up the works. 


Instantly firing began from both Rear Admiral Sampson’s and Commodore Schley’s columns and a tor-

dering accurate aiming difficult. There was no maneuvering of fleet, the ships remaining at their original stations and 
firing steadily, * 

SHIPS WERE CLOSE IN SHORE. 

The squadrons were so close in shore that ft was difficult for the American gunners to reach the batteries on the 
hilltops, but their firing was excellent. | 

Previous to the bombardment orders were issued to prevent firing on Morro castle, as the American admiral had 
been informed that Lieutenant Hobson and the other prisoners of the Merrimac are confined there. In spite of this, how- 
ever, several stray shots damaged Morro castle somewhat. 

The Brooklyn and Texas caused havoc among the Spanish shore batteries, quickly silencing them. While the larger 
ships were engaging the heavy batteries the Suwanee and the Vixen closed with the small inshore battery opposite 
them, raining rapid fire shots upon it and quickly placing the battery out of the fight. 

The Brooklyn closed to 800 yards and then the destruction caused by her guns and those of the Mar- 


blehead and Texas was really awful. 

In a few minutes the woodwork of Estrella fort was burning and the battery was silenced, firing no more during 
the engagement. Shortly after 9 o'clock the firing ceased, the warships turning in order to permit the use of port bat- 
teries. The firing then became a long reverberating crash of thunder and the shells raked the Spanish batteries with terri- 
ble effect. Fire broke ouf in the Catalina fort and silenced the Spanish guns. 

The firing of the fleet continued until 10. o'clock, when the. Spanish fire ceased entirely and Rear Admiral Sampson

hosited the “cease firing” signal. 
Generally the firing of the fleet was very destructive. Many of fhe earthworks were knocked to pieces and the Es- 


trella and Catalina fortfications were so damaged that-it is questionable whether they will ever be able to do any 
effective work during.the war. After the fleet hed retired the Spaniards returned to other guns and sent fwelve shells 
after the fleet. But no one was injured. One large shell fell close to the collier Justin. 

Throughout the engagement no American ship was hit and no American was injured. 

If the Spaniards stuck to their guns, and all evidence is to the contrary, their loss must have been heavy.

The Spanish batteries were virtually silenced the forti- 
fications at Socapa and Ponta Gorda were demolished by the three hours uninterrupted hammering of the American fleet.

The American fleet’s movement was specially directed against Aguadores, a small coast town a little to the east of the 
entrance of Santiago bay. The idea of the American admiral was to land troops and siege guns there after reducing the de- 
fenses of the place. Heavy cannonading was opened upon Aguadores at about midday yesterday. 

It cannot be doubted that the net result of Monday’s fighting was extremely disastrous to the Spanish 


defenses, and it is understood on the fleet that the Cuban troops maintained throughout the greater part of 
yesterday an attack by land on Santiago, and the Spanish reports say the garrison lost heavily in killed ani

The military commander of Santiago acknowledges the following were seriously wounded: 
Colonel Ordonez, Captain Samchez, Lieutenant Yrezar, of the artillery, and Perez and Garcia, both Spanish cfi'cers

The Spaniards admit the loss of twenty-one infantry soldiers severely wounded and say one soldier was 


killed, but it is believed the losses of the Spaniards were much more heavy. |

The Spaniards acknowledge that a great deal of damage was inflicted on the Spanish crufser Reina Mercedes, and

Later in the day, it appears, a landing of 500 American troops was effected near Diaquiri, some dis- 


tance east of Aguadores and near t he railroad station connecting with Santiago. Later an engagement took 
place between the American forces and a column of Spanish troops which had been sent at the landing party. 


It is almost certain that the first class armored Spanish cruiser Maria Teresa was sunk. It seems to be admitted 
that the fire of the American soldiers near Diaquiri was so effective that the Spaniards were compelled to flee. 


CERVERA ADMITS LOSS IN THE ASSAULT.

SAMPSON BEGINS THE BOMBARDMENT. 


Washington, June 7.—Shortly after 7 o’clock this evening information confirmatory of the bombardment of the forti_i- 
catfons of Santiago reached the navy department. It came in the form of a cablegram from Admiral Sampson, which 


was made public by thg following bulletin: 
“Secretary of the Navy—Bombarded forts at Santiago 7:40 to 10 a. m. today, June 6th. Silenced works quickly without 


injury of avtiy kind, though within: 2,000 yards. Sampson.” ' 
While the officials of the navy department declined to sav definitely whether the bulletin contained all the informa- 


tion given in Admiral Sampson's cablegram, there is reasom to believe it did not. The officials refused to discuss the 
subject or to vouchsafe further information than was posted on the bulletin board. 
Only one additional point was elicited by questions. That was that the cablegram contained no information about 
the landing of either land forces or marines. ty | 
The information received from Admiral Sampson was evidently quite satisfactory to the naval authorities. While 
they declined to discuss either the reasons for or the probable consequences of the bombardment, they were thoroughly set- 
isfied with the results accomplished. .

COMMANDER DIES ON HIS SHIP. 


United States Collier Reaches Hey 
West with a Dea. Officer. 

Key West, June 7.—The United States 
collier Pompeii, formerly British steamer 
Harlech, arrived here today from Norfolk, 
Va., with her ‘commander, Lieutenant 
Commander E. W. Sturdy, dead on. board, 
and Lieutenant K. C. Norton in charge of 
the ship. 

Commander Sturdy was not feeling well 
when the Pompeii sailed on Friday evening. 
He was taken sick off Cape Henry soon 
afterwards, became unconscious and died 
yesterday. There was no physician on 
board. He was a native of Maine, fifty- 
one years of age and had been in this ser- 
vice thirty-six years. The family of the 
deceased live at Annapolis. 

The interment of the remains of Lieu- 
tenant Commander Sturdy will take place 
here today with naval honors. 

Commander Sturdy was buried today with 
military honors. The services were held in 
the Methodist church, in front of which 
215 marines, inciuding a bugle and drum 
corps, were drawn up. 

The coffin was borne by blue jackets and 
the pallbearers were high naval! officers. 
The grave is close to the cemetery gate 
and near the graves of the victims of the 
Maine disaster. The customary volley 
firing and sounding «cf ‘“‘taps’’ over the 
grave concluded the funeral ceremony.

BUFFALO IS AT NEWPORT NEWS. 


Cruiser Purchased from Brazil Is Be- 
ing Equipped for Service. 
Newport News, Va., June 7.—The United 
States cruiser Buffalo arrived at Old Point 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock, from Rio Ja- 
neiro. She is detained at quarantine and 


no one is allowed to go on board. The 


Buffalo is in such a filthy condition that it 
is said she will be fumigaited before being 
released from quarantine. Her crew is 
made up of several nationalities whose 
characteristics are wholly at variance with 
those of the American sailor. 

The Buffalo was convoyed part of the 
way from Rio by the battleship Oregon 
and the gunboat Marietta. She left them 
a short time after her departure, however, 
and came through to Newport News with- 
out entering any port. The Buffalo is in 
command of Captain Missner, of the Amer- 
ican navy. She will come to the ship yard 
here and receive a battery of 5-inch guns. 

Commander J. H. Hemphill will command 
the Buffalo when she receives her new 
equipment. 


DELEON MAY FIGHT WITH GOMEZ 


That Is, if His Efforts To Get Com- 
mission in Our Army Fail: 

Washington, June 7.—(Special.)—Coionel 
Perry M. DeLeon has tendered his resigna- 
tion as consul generalat Guayaquil, Eeua- 
dor, to take effect August ist. Colonel De- 
Leon occupies a peculiar position at pres- 
ent, as he tendered his resignation under 
the impression that he would receive a 
commission in the volunteer service. He 
was at the capitol] today mustering his po- 
litical influence, which he proposes to bring 
to bear upon the president. When the Cu- 
ban war was declared, Colonel DeLeon ca- 
bled to the state department that he would 
like to have leave of absense from the con- 
sular service to join the army invading 
Cuba. A tart reply by cable directed him 
to remain at his post. He cabled again 
that if he was granted two months’ leave 
of absence he would resign, to take effect 
August Ist. He was notified that leave 
would be granted him as réquested. 

Arriving in Washington Colonel DeLeon 
found it difficult to secure a commission 
from the president to enter the army and 
he is too old to enlist. He is anxious to 
take a hand in the Cuban war ang he de- 
clares that failing to get a commission, he 
wil! go to Cuba and apply for a position 
in the insurgent army on the staff of Gen- 
eral Gomez. 


SHIP WITH SMALLPOX ON BOARD 


Steamer Belgic Sent to Quarantine at 
San Francisco for Fumigation. 
San Francisco, June 7.—The steamer Bel- 
gic arrived from the orient via Honolulu to- 
day but was sent into quarantine, three 
cases of smallpox having developed on 
board since her departure from Hong 

Kong. 

One case was landed at Nagasaki, anoth- 
er at Kobe and the third at Honolulu. No 
new cases have developed eince the steam- 
er left Honolulu and it is thought that the 
disease has béen stamped out. 

The vessel and cargo will be thoroughly 
fumigated and it is possible the mails and 
passengers may be landed tonight.

CADIZ MAY BE ATTACKED 


Long, Hot Summer Months Will Not 
Affect the Army and Navy. 


NO MORE IDLE DAYS TO BE KNOWN 


Capture of Cuba and Torto Rico May 
Be Followed by a Search for Cam- 
ara’s Reserve Squadron. 


Washington, June’ 7.—The Spanish forces 
in Cuba may have found it comfortable or 
consistent with the policy of prolonging the 
war to drop war when summer came on, 
and they may be inclined to continue 
their old habit, but if they expect to do 
go, the administration will create @ very 
different impression before the summer is 
over. 

After a brief experience of summer camp- 
ing, with the men hoping for active oper- 
ations, only to linger unoccupied in hot 
camps, worried by false reports of ac- 
tivities soon to come, they are convinced 
there will be less danger to troops with 
occupation, even though it be in Cuba or 
Porto Rico, than there would be in camps 
remote from the scene of war and in mere 
echools for drilling. 

It has come to be the opinion of medical | 
men of some experience that the army will | 
be quite as well off during the summer 
where they can reach the enemy and keep 
them from going to sleep frequently as 
they would be frying on the sands of Tam- 
pa bay, or wasting away with ennui in the 
other camps of concentration. 

The determination to make the cam- 
paign on land and sea an active one from 
the beginning to the end is being carried 
out as well as possible. There are some 
drawbacks, among them being the sluggish 
response of some of the bureaus of the war 
department. Some of the old men in the 
quartermaster general's. office, the commis- 
gary general's department and in other 
hranches have been running business as it 
has been run for thirty years, insisting 
that the red tape that answered wel 
enough in time of peace must be made to 
work in time of war. Under vigorous di- 
rection this red tape could be dispensed 
with or stretched to answer, but that vigor 
can never be developed on subordinates 
while there is a lack of it at the head. ‘No 
one knows this bettem than the president, 
and he ought to be able to find it out if he 
does not know it now, and also to find a 
remedy for it. 7 

All plans for the occupation of Porto 
Rico are kept very secret in the war de- 
partment. Just who has made them is not 
ascertained, but the assumption is that the 
best suggestions have been made by the 

. careful mind of General Schofield, General 
Miles being occupied very fully with the 
direction of the routine business, and only 
having time to consider plans with the pur- 
pose of carrying them out. When it comes 
to the details of business at Porto Rico, 
Santiago or in the Philippines, it is under- 
stood that the president will insist that the 
officer in command of the expedition, be he 
Merritt, Shafter or Miles himself, shall be 
permitted to work out each for himself as. 
completely as may be, with co-operation 
with the navy, his own plan of campaign. 

Hot as it is in Santiago, considered one 
of the hottest summer towns in Cuba, st 
is not hotter for the Spaniards that it will 
be for the United States army and navy, 
and the forces of the United States, as it 
appears to the edministration, will be 
much better off in the matter of clothes, 
food and discipline than the Spanish army. 
At all events it is war, and not a matter for 
pleasure, that the country is embarked in, 
and eome men are sure to lose their lives 
on the field or in hospital as the result of 
the war. The administration does not de- 
side to prolong it, even if contractors for 
the army take the other and heartless view 
“at a war now and then is a good thing, 
pat.‘cularly for contractors. 

Thes..are some of the ideas that are he- 
ing discusxed by the administration at the 
beginning of June, with the hottest weather 
of the year coming On. It is the opinion of 
some of the president’s advisers that the 
war can be terminated before winter if the 
summer is employed to good advantage. 
Movements upon Porto Rico and Sant’ago, 
followed by successes and probably by a 
season of camping on acquired territory

Belfast, June 7.—Tonight there was a re- 
newal of tne rioting that began vesterday 
during the demonstrations in honor of the 
revolution of 1798 and the annivérsary of 
June 6, 1886, when seven civilians were shot 
on Shank Hill road by the Gonstabulary.

STICKS TO REDUCED FARES. 


Governor Russell’s Complaints to the 
Railway Commission. 

Raleigh, N, C.. June 7.—(Special.)—Today 
Governor Russell’s complaints were filed 
with the railway commission in regatd to 
the reduction of passenger fares to 214 
cents first-class and 2 cents second-class 
per mile. This matter comes up tomorrow. 
There are three complaints, these being 
against the North Carolina, Wilmington 
and Weldon and the Raleigh and Gaston 
railways. The complaints say that the 
roads thus selected for test cases are en- 
tirely within the state, are in its most 
populous and productive counties, enjoy 
the largest domestic or local travel and 
have the largest income in proportion to 
their value. It says as to the Raleigh and 
Gaston, for example, that with a valuation 
for taxation of $1,362,453 its net profit from 
operating expenses was $206,387, or 13. per 
cent, and was over 13 per cent on capital 
stock. The governor further says the re- 
duction in rate affects only the local pas- 
senger fares and will amount to 23 per cent 
of the local passenger receipts. He con- 
tends that the abolition of free passes in 
North Carolina ill add largely to thes 
revenue of the railways and he further \ 
contends that reduction “of fcres has al- 
ways been followed by increased travel gen- 
erally more than counterbalancing the loss 
caused by the reduction.

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GEORGIANS STAND 
BY BACH OTHER 


Tampa Policeman Arrests a Drunken 
Negro Seldier. 


OFFICER WAS A_ GEORGIAN 


Negro’s Comrades Rescued the Prisoner 
and Then Fun Segan. 


GEORGIA REGIMENT TO OFFICERS’ AID 


Hard Work To Prevent a Battle in 
Which the Negroes Would Have 
Been Worsted. 


Tampa, Fla.; June 7.—(Special.)—In the 
military hosts which are encamped in this 
vicinity none are more loyal to state com- 
rades than the Georgians. To attaok one 
of them would be similar to stirring up a 
beehive. An instance of this spirit came 
to the surface a few days ago, when Cap- 
tain J. 8. Jones, of the local police force, 
became involved in a difficulty with some 
ef the colored troops. 

Captain Jones is a thoroughbred Georgian 
and by no means conceals his pride in be- 
ing a son of the good old state. For yec.re 
he has been connected with the police force 
and has a record for fearlessness and so- 
briety. While out in Ybor City a few days 
Since his attention was calied to an cb- 
streperous colored soldier. He followed the 
intoxicated negro and g00n had good 
grounds to arrest him. He had to use phy- 
sical force before the unruly negro realized 
that he was resisting the wrong man, Jones 
reached the police telegraph and sent in a 
call for the patrol wagon. 

The uniformed negro in the clutches of 
one of the city’s guardians soon attracted 
other negro soldiers and before the patrol 
arrived a full hundred or more of them 


| had gathered about the officer and prisoner. 


The indications were threatening and goon 
the storm burst. Some one of the blacks 
made a move toward the officer, who was 
soon overpowered and the prisoner released. 

The news of this affair drifted into the 
Georgia camp some time later and nearly 
all of the regiment volunteered for police 
duty. In fact, it was with difficulty that 
some of them were dissuaded from an at- 
tempt at annihilating the negro troops. 
Captain Jones personally urged his most 
immediate friends to Jesist. 

Mixed with Michiganders. 

This little episod réealls another which 
put the Georgians on their mettle. It is a 
frequent occurrence for detachments from 
the different regiments to meet when out 
of the jurisdiction of their camps. It was 
thus that a few of the Georgians and 
Michiganders met. 

The latter in a spirit of mischief began 

singing ‘‘Marching Through Georgia.” This 
made the home boys wince a little, but they 
apparently paid no attention to it. While 
all of them appeared to be perfectly cool, 
they were really “hot in the collar,”’ for 
they felt that the song was intended for 
their especial benefit. « 
' The Michigan bays, becoming more bold. 
waded directly rt trouble when ihey 
struck up “Hang Jeff Davis on a §$srur Ap- 
ple Tree.”” The discretionary powe-s of the 
Georgians were thrown to the vwinds and 
they sailed in with their bare knucks. The 
scrimmage was of short duration and no 
serious damage was done, but the songsters 
realized that they had stirred a hornet’s 
nest. 

Late yesterday afternoon the pay wagon 
invaded the Georgia camp.

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LEGISLATING FOR THE INDIANS. 


Senate Gives Three Hours To Discus- 
sion of Territory Matters. 

Washington, June 7.—Almost immediately 
after the senate convened today considera- 
tion was resumed of the bill for the pro- 
tection of the people of the Indian Terri- 
tory. After the reading and discussion of 
the measure, which occupied nearly three 
hours, it was passed. 

It provides for the allotment in severalty 
of certain lands to the Indians of the terri- 
tory, the payment of interest claims to the 
Chickasaw Indians and the ratification of 
the agreement effected with the Indians by 
the Dawes commission. 

The senate concurred in amendments 
made by the house to the war and navy 
urgency deficiency bill passed yesterday. 
The discussion of the census bill precipi- 
tated a civil service debate which has not 
been concluded when the senate ad- 
journed. 

At 5:05 p. m. the senate adjourned.

HAVE FULL QUOTA 


Volunteer Companies To Be Recruited to 
106 Men Each. 


THE WORK TO BEGIN AT ONCE 


Few of Commands Have the Requisite 
Number Enrolled Now.

Brigade Organizations Will Now Draw 
Rations for Five Day Periods, Ex- 
cept Fresh Meats and Bread.

Chickamauga National Park, Ga.. June 
7.—Regimental open drills and brigade in- 
spections occupied the volunteer army to- 
day, and there was nothing of any special 
Public interest. The commanding officers 
of the various commands are highly pleased 
with the general excellence the soldiers 
are attaining and they state that the prep- 
aration of the men for the field js going 
forward as satisfactorily as could be ex- 
pected or hoped. Inspector General Slo- 
cum arrived today and will proceed with 
regimental inspections daily. 

General Brooke issued his formal printed 
order today to the various regiments to 
recruit their companies to the required 
number of 106 men, and the details have 
already been made out in nearly every 
regiment. The number of men required 
by this order will be in the neighborhood 
of 15,000 of the volunteers under the sec- 
ond call of the president. Very few of 
the regiments here have more than 1,000 
men and many have not more than 800. 
The Pennsylvania and Ohio regiments will 
require nearly double their present enroll- 
ment, no regiment from either of these 
States having more than 800 men and a 
number not more than 600 or 700. General 
Brooke’s order states “that arrangements 
will be made through chief quartermaster 
of the department within the geographical 
limits of which the recruiting is being 
done for renting, when necessary, under 
emergency agreements, suitabie quarters 
for temporary recruiting stations and the 
furnishing of supplies therefor. Arrange- 
ments will be. also made for subsistence 
of recruiting parties and recrufts. Recruits 
will be sent under charge of the most re- 
liable of their number to their several 
regiments in small squads without uni- 
form, arms or equipment.” 

Draw Rations for Five Days. 

A general order was also issued today re- 
quiring brigade organizations to draw ra- 
tions in periods of five days and notifying 
quartermasters and commissaries to make 
requisitions therefor promptly at stated pe- 
riods, so that if the men do not secures 
their proper quota of food, it will be the 
fault of their own officers. Bread and 
beef will be issued daily, all other supplies 
except fresh vegetables to be drawn for 
five days. 

So very unsatisfactory is the mail facil- 
itles here.that the government has been 
appealed to for relief. As it is altogether 
probable that there will be a considerable 
army here until late in the fall,.the post- 
office inspector in charge of this division 
has recommended that a building be erect- 
ed for the reception and distribution of 
mails. As it is, it requires two mail cars 
always on the siding and great complaint 
is registered daily because of the delay in 
the receipt of mail matter and it is stated 
that the department has favorably con- 
sidered the recommendation of the in- 
spector, and will shortly issue orders for 
the erection of suitable buildings.

Another Alliance. 


It is to be hoped that the remark of 
Earl Spencer atarecent dining in Lon- 
don will not fall under the eye of the 
esteemed but isritable Briton in Philadel- 
phia who soundly berated The Constitu- 
tion awhile ago because we had re- 
marked that England, at this juncture, 
was in a state of peculiar isolation, with 
all continental Europe opposing her trade 
policy, and Germany and Russia compet- 
ing with her in the partition of China, 

It was bad enough, according to some 
international politiciaus, for certain Brit- 
ish statesmen to suggest a possible al- 
liance with the United States, but the 
aforesaid Earl Spencer goes to the length 
of suggesting a possible—even a proba- 
ble alliance with Spain. Earl Spencer, 
as is well known, is a very wise and far- 
seeing man; but his utterances must give 
a serious shock to the insular compla- 
cency of John Bull. 

It is not the suggestion that is shock- 
ing, but the idea that an alliance with 
a “yellow nation” should be either nec- 
essary or desirable. That is the thing 
that hurts. The earl’s speech shows 
that alliances with other nations need 
not depend altogether on race, language 
or kinship. The suggested alliance with 
the United States is based on considera- 
tions, kinship and language. That with 
Japan has as a basis—well, Japan is get- 
ting to be a powerful nation, don’t you 
know: and in case of “nawsty weather” 
in the east, would be a very comfortable 
bedfellow. : 

Mr. Godkin’s protéageainst an Anglia» 
American alliance renfinds us of that 
other Irishman who warned. everybcdy 
of the danger of eating apricots found 
growing on oak trees. ‘There may be 
such an alliance, but the possibility of it 
is so remote that the suggestion is like 
discussing the career of a statesman 2 
hundred years before he is born. There 
is no harm in discussing it, of course, 
and just as little in not discussing it. 

We are very glad to see, however, in 
spite of the Smalleys and the St. James 
Gazettes, that there is really a better 
feeling in England toward things Amer- 
ican, and that this feeling has extended 
to our neighbors, the Canadians. All of 
us have our prejudices, of course, There 
are some features of John Bullism that 
are intolerable to Americans, just as 
there are American characteristics ob- 
noxious to Englishmen. H 

Those things we can discount in ad- 
vance, and feel that behind what is in- 
tolerable and obnoxious there may be 
sound sympathies and friendships, with 
room for large development and expan- 
ston in the future. As for an active al- 
liance, the mere official suggestion of it 
would set the whole country by the ears.

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Holland’s Object Lesson. 


If Spain had exercised the same meas- 
ures in dealing with Cuba which Hol- 
land has exercised in dealing with Java, 
she might today be in undisputed pos- 
session of ‘‘the ever-faithful isle.” 

Mr. Robert P. Skinner, our consul at 
Marseilles, France, writing of European 
matters, thus speaks of the policy which 
Holland has pursued in governing Java: 


This important possession came into the 
hards of Holland late in the seventeenth 
century, and, thanks to a wise and benign 
administration, has been a gsource of 
strength to a nation which, though occupy- 
ing only a small corner of Europe, boasts 
of subjects numbering about 40,000,000. 
While the civil government of Java is con- 
ducted on nrinciples of liberty, peace and 
progress, the net annual revenue of the 
colony may be stated at 35,000,000 guilders, 
or about $14,000,000, after paying all ex- 
penses, including the maintenance of an 


army of 20,000 men called into service to re- 


press piracy and brigandage. 

The native population is densely ignorant 
and full of caste and religious prejudices. 
The effort of the government is to educate 
and elevate these people, without, however, 
outraging their racial instincts. To ac- 
complish this end the Dutch government 
retains the native sultans ang chiefs, sup- 
plies them with a gorgeous retinue and sur- 
rounds them with every s'gn of pomp and 
power. Thus securing them upon otherwise 


precarious thrones, the paternal hand ob- 
‘tains in return faithful subserviency,. and 


the unconspicuous but all-powerful master 
of the situation rules without revolt, and at 
the same time sows the seeds of education 
and reform, which gradually ripen and bear 
fruit. ; 

While it is now too late for Spain to 
profit by Holland’s example, she may 
derive some food for moral reflection 
frg¢m the information contained in the 
foregoing extract. 

Spain and the Jews. 


One of the foulest chapters in the his- 
tory of Spain is recorded in the expul- 
sion of the Jews from that country dur- 
ing the reign of Ferdinand and Isabella, 
and if the Jews entertain little sympa 
thy for Spain today on account of the 
memory of this ancient wrong, it is not 
to be wondered at. Spain must accept 
the consequences of her own despotism. 

While it was the fashion in‘*the fif- 
teenth century for European nations g2n- 
erally to persecute the Jews, Spain ven- 
tured in her acts of tyranny to go much 
further than did any of the others, and 
she is, therefore, properly entitled to the 
lion’s share of whatever condemnation 
the Jews may feel disposed to pronounce 
upon their former enemies. In 1478 the 
brutal treatment of the Jews commenced 
in Spain. Without the faintest shadow 
of excuse other than that furnished in 
the wdridly goods which they had man- 
aged accumulate by reason of their 
thrift, they were made the victims of the 
most oppressive governmental outrages 
and when they dared to oppose the least 
resistance to such crimes they were rude- 
ly hurried off either to the stake or to 
the dungeon. Their refusal to accept 
the faith which the chureh of Spain held, 
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Sev:l'e alone more than two hundred Jews 
were burned in one year, while not less 
than 1,800 suffered punishment in other 
forms. For the purpose of obtaining 
immunity from persecution some 200,090 
Jews ostensibly embraced Christianity in 
Spain, but even this recourse failed to 
satisfy the inordinate greed of the gov- 
ernment, which continued to Oppress 
them on the pretext that they’Wwere nor 
loyal to the vows which they had taken. 
linally, in 1492, during the re‘gn of Fer- 
dinand and Isabella, the _ situation 
reached its crisis im the royal edict of 
that year which required every Jew who 
could not give satisfactory evidence of 


his fidelity to Christianity to quit they 


kingdom, leaving his property behind 

tm. Rather than renounce their an- 
cient faith, more than 500,000 Jews ac 
cepted poverty and exile, scattering 
themselves broadcast over Europe. Such 
in brief is the story of Spain’s treatment 
of the Jews. | 

Of course we do not review this chap- 
ter for the purpose of explaining why 
the Jews in the United States are so pro- 
nounced at present in their allegiance 
to the stars and stripes. We under- 
stand the Jews well enough to know 
that they would plant themselves square- 
ly underneath the flag of their adopted 
land no matter gwhat nation they might 
be called upon to face: but since they 
are called upon to face Spain, we assume 
without the least injustice to their loy- 
alty that they are\rather glad of the 
privilege of giving back to Spain some of 
the favors which they have formerly re- 
ceived from her. We take this occa- 
sion to observe that the Jews are well 
represented in the ranks which are now 
engaged in fighting underneath the na- 
tion’s flag. They are with Admiral Dew- 
ey at Manila and with Admiral Sampson 
at Santiago de Cuba; and while the pres- 
ent war continues they will be found 
wherever the battle rages fiercest. We 
honor the spirit which they have man- 
ifested in the present crisis, and we can- 
not indulge in praise of their heroism 
with too much warmth.

Jefferson on Anglo-Saxon Kinship. 

Since the recent events have served 
to emphasize the kinship existing be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, we may recur with some interest to 
the views which Mr. Jefferson, in com- 
mon with other far-sighted statesmen of 
the early days, entertained upon the sub- 
ject. 

Without aiming to unite the two coun- 
tries in the bonds of a political alliance, 
Mr. Jefferson realized the mutual advan- 
tages which intimate relations between 
them offered; and accordingly, he in- 
structed Ambassdor King, who then rep- 
resented this country at the court of St. 
James, to use every means within his 
power not incompatible with sound dem- 
cratic principles, to bring about this end. 
In one of his first letters to Ambassador 
King Mr. Jefferson wrote: “I avail my- 
self of this occasion to express the hope 
that through your agency we may be 
able to remove everything inauspicious 
to a cordial friendship hetween the two 
countries. This policy is dictated by too 
many considerations not to be felt by 
the wise and the dispassionate statesmen 
of each. We wish to cultivate peace 
and friendship with all nations, believing 
that course most conducive to the wel- 
fare of our own; especially do we wish 
to cultivate them with Great Britain 
with whom we have so much in com- 
mon.” In subsequeat communications 
President Jefferson reiterated the senti- 
ments above expressed, showing that he 
was ardently in favor of bringing the 
two great branches of the Anglo-Saxon 
race into close and intimate relations. 

If there existed strong reasons in the 
time of Mr. Jefferson for bringimg about 
this end, there exist equally strong rea- 
sons at the present time. Civilization 
and commerce both demand that the two 
great Anglo-Saxon powers should stana 
together. 
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Captain Gridley, of the Olympia. 

There is something more than or- 
dinarily pathetic in the recent death of 
Captain Charles V. Gridley, the captain 
of the flagship Olympia which opened 
the Manila fight one month ago. 

Wihen Captain Gridley, in obedience to 
the commands of his superior officer, be- 
gan the famous battle which was des- 
tined to confer such honor on the flag, 
he was far from being in vigorous phy- 
sical condition; but realizing the impor- 
tance of remaining at his post of duty, 
he endeavored to conceal his ill-health. 
This he did successfully until the fight 
ended. Unflinchingly he faced the ba:- 
teries of the enemy from his exposed 
position in the conning tower, litte 
thinking of himself in that supreme hour 
of the nation’s peril. But, when the 
fight ended with victory for the stars and 
stripes Captain Gridley found himself 
unable to discharge his duties longer. 
Médical investigation soon disclosed the 
fact that his condition was extremely 
critical, and Admiral Dewey ordered his 
immediate return home. On reaching 
Tokio, Japan, the malady from which the 
brave captain suffered at once developed 
fatal symptoms, and under foreign skies 
death came at last to his relief. What 
adds to the sorrow of the sad affair is 
that his faithful wife. who had‘so fer- 
vently rejoiced over his escape from 
death in the perilous conflict of Manila 
was in the act of leaving home for San 
Francisco to meet her husband at that 
port, when she received the news of his 
unhappy death. 

While Captain Gridley received no out- 
ward wound in the battle of Manila, he 3

Berner Sends Congratulations. 

Nothing was heard from Senator Berner 
until late in the day, when one of the weary 
messenger boys who for the past twenty- 
four hours had been lugging the tele- 
grams by the armful into the office of the 
Central Candler Campaign Club, on the 
second floor of the Kimball house, came in 
with one from the Monroe county candi- 
date. It was addressed to Colonel Candler 
personally and the sender said he begged 
to tender his sincere congratulations on 
the sendee’s magnificent victory. He also 
volunteered his services during the cam- 
paign that is approaching. He said in his 
opening speech at Monticello that he would 
do this if defeated, but it looked then as 
though the populists were going to give the 
democrats a fight. There is nothing now to 
indicate that they will be heard of at all, 
Camdler’s nomination having brought back 
to the party thousands of those who drifted 
outside the lines during the past four years. 

At the capitol the news was received 
with varying comment. Governor Atkinson 
was too busy with war matters to talk 
much, but he said he was not surprised at 
the result. 

“I voted for three of the four men who 
won,’ he declared smilingly, ‘‘and I lost 
all hope of the fourth more than two weeks 
ago.”’ 

He did not say who the fourth was. 

Attorney General Terrell said he was 
very much gratified at the result in Mert- 
wether, the county having elected his broth- 
er J. Render Terrell, to the senate. In the 
office of the prison commission Judge Jos- 

‘eph 8. Turner was kept busy all day re- 
ceiving congratulations, and School Com- 
missioner Glenn said he did not even know 
there had been an election. Commissjoner 
of Agriculture Nesbitt did not go to hig 
office and may not be there for a day or 
two. He made a very long and hard cam- 
paign and is worn out with overwork. He 
has a very efficient force of clerks, however, 
and the business of the department has 
been kept right up to date during his ab- 
sence. Senator Stevens will find every- 
thing ready for him when he reports for 
duty next October. 

Opposition to General Wright. 

The most remarkabie single incident of 
the election was the action of Floyd county 
in giving Colonel Johm P. Shannon, past 
grand master of the Georgia Masonic lodge, 
a majority for comptroller general of 576 
over the present incumbent. General 
Wright has held his office for many years 
and was not opposed in amy other county 
in the state. A gentleman from Rome 
who was conspicuous in the Shannon move- 
ment said to a Constitution representative 
at the Kimball house yesterday afternoon, 
in explaining the occurrence:

Quite a party of Candler leaders from 
the fourth congressional district came up 
to the city, among them being Former 
Representative Frank M. Longley, who 
carried Troup county for the one-eyed can- 
didate, and Messrs, J. W. Schell, of Senoia, 
and George Vroom, of Newnan, who car- 
ried their respective precincts and almost 
Coweta county for Candier. Colonel Vroom 
is ‘the mam who laughs,’ and he adver- 
tised his presence in the capitol during the 
afternoon by shaking the corridors with 
his merriment. Representative Longley 
said he had had a hard fight and was glad 
that it was over. 

“But it was worth all our work just to 
read The Constitution this morning,’’ he 
said.

Tuesday’s Constitution Gave Every De- 
tail of the Fight for Governor 
That Was Waged Monday 
Without a Material 
Error. 


The Constitution presented a full report 
yesterday morning of Monday’s primaries 
all over the state. Svery_ county was 
heard from. In some counties the eount of 
the vote had not been completed, but it 
had progressed far enough by midnight to 
pretty cléarly indicate what the result 
would be. 

The consolidation of the vote yesterday 
made very few changes. Only three or four 
counties had to be transferred in The Con- 
stitution’s column. In these changes 
Candler gained six votes. 

The complete summary presented to the 
readers of The Constitution at their break- 
fast tahie was a newspaper feat which 
every one enjoyed even if no thought was 
given to the great outlay of time and 
money required to secure a _ special dis- 
patch from each of the 137 counties. 

It was noticed in The Constitution's edi- 
torial rooms that the reports came in 
earlier than usual. This was du® to the 
fact that the ticket was a short one and 
the vote was lighter than usual. As a rule 
the mountain counties do not report until 
‘after midnight and@ sometimes it is 2 or 3 
o'clock in the morning before Rabun, 
Towns and Union come in, On Monday 
night these counties were heard from _be- 
fore midnight. Some of the couriers had 
from fifteen to thirty miles to ride over the 
mountains to get to a telegraph office. The 
Constitution's correspondents in Union and 
Towns had to ride over the mountains to 
Murphy, N. C., to reach the nearest tele- 
graph office. The courier who rode from 
Clayton, in Rabun county, to Talluiah 
Falls had to cover seventeen miles, and the 
messenger who carried the report from 
Lumpkin county to Gainesville had twenty- 
five miles to cover. 

Camden county, in the extreme socth- 
eastern corner of the state, reported Mon- 
day night. It often occurs that the mes- 
gage from Camden does not get ihrough 
until the next day, but it did this time. 

“The Constitution has broken its previous 
records for giving a complete election si‘'m- 
mary on the morning following the elec- 
tion,’”’ said Colonel Candler. ‘I rememver 
once in Henry Grady’s time when The Con- 
stitution made a great stroke by covering 
a congressional election in the ninth dis- 
trict on the morning after the election.

This 
was an alliance of south Georgia and north 
Georgia, Colonel Stevens being from Ter- 
rell and Captain Wright from Elbert coun- 
ty. They swept the state from the ocean 
to the mountains. Colonel Stevens said 
that he had made no promise except that 
the department should be run in a business 
way and that there should be a hitching 
post up at the capito]) where his farmer 
friends could tie their mules when they 
come to town,

WO Atlante boys who went to war 
Tv Captain Bradiey’s light battery 

were brought home sick yesterday and 
placed in the general hospita! at Fort Me- 
Pherson. The same train brought another 
sick Georgia soldier, of the First regiment, 
from southern Georgia. 

The Atlanta boys are Privates Kates and 
Bosworth. They are membérs of light bat- 
tery A, from this city, and have been sta- 
tioneg at Camp Northen. ‘The other sick 
man is Corporal Harrell, of company G, 
First regiment. 

Fever ig the illness which has brought 
the three men from their ranks to the hos- 
pital. They are all suffering considerably, 
but the doctors have noted a slight improve- 
ment in the condition of each. They have 
been il] at the regimental] hospital at Camp 
Northen for some time and their condition 
became so alarming that the surgeons there 
decided to send them to Atlanta. The men 
were promptly sent here and the post sur- 
geons hope that they will soon be all right. 

It is a@ remarkable fact that the three 
Georgians are the only volunteers in the 
general hospital here. There are over sixty 
men in the hospital, but all except these 
three are members of the regular. army, 
and have been in the service quite a while. 
There is no explanation of the superior 
Strength and endurance of the volunteers 
unless it be that they are a better class of 
men, say the officers at the fort. 

Colonel Cook Returns. 

Colonel H. CC. Cook returned to Fort Me- 
Pherson yesterday from a visit to New 
York. He has been away about ten days, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Freeman has been 
in command of the post during that time. 

He says that the war enthusiasm is very 
great in the east. He wil] resume command 
at the fort this morning. Colonel Freeman 
will remain at the post with the Fifth regi. 
ment. 

. Vaccinating Recruits. 

Cuba coulq have no-horrors for the re- 
cruits at Fort McPherson compared to what 
they are facing now, There are very few 
of the men who have been vaccinated and 
all who have not good scars on their arms 
as proof of a successful jnceulation with the 
virus will have to undergo the operation. 

The work of vaccination was begun yes- 
terday and large numbers of the soldiers 
were vaccinated, but it will require severa] 
days «o finish up with all of the 2,00 re- 
cruits there. é 

There is much kicking among the men 
because they have to be vaccinated and 
many of them had rather be courtmartialed 
than to have their arms scratched and the 
virus Injected, There are many ludicrous 
sights to be witnessed while the doctors are 
vaccinating. The compulsory incrulation of 
Atlanta’s population last winter does not 
compare with the forcible vaccination out 
in Colonel Ccok’s own domain. The re- 
cruits who have been bragging about the 
manner: in which they will slaughter Span- 
jards ye)] like children when the surgeon 
begins to use the sharp little points on the 
arms of the warriors. Hereafter all re- 
cruits will be vaccinated before going to 
their commands. 

Shot Himself To Quit Army. 

Among the United States prisoners at 
Fort McPherson confined for violations of 
the army regulations is a man who was 
brought in yesterday morning to serve a 
term of two years’ impr'sonment for trying 
to get out of the army by disabling himself, 
The man’s name is Mapes, and he was a 
private in company A, of the Eleventh in- 
fantry. He was stationed at Mobile until 
brought here. 

It seems that Mapes was anxious to leave 
the army and he hit upon a plan which he 
thought better than deserting. It is claimed 
that he shot off one of his fingers, thinking 
that bv so disabling himself he would be 
granted a discharge.

The field telegraph train is used only in 
time of war, when batties are being fought 
and opposing armies are not many miles 
separated.

Bishop Candler, who was president of the 
essociation, called for order and intro- 
duced Dr. James ©. Andrew, of the class 
of 1869. Dr. Andrew had chosen as his sub- 
ject “The Danger of Mature Lije.” Dr. An- 
drew spoke of trials and temptations that 
beset a man after leaving college and 
showed our lofty ideals should not be 
lowered even to purchase success. It was 
a splendid address, eloquently delivered. 

General C. A. Evans responded to Presi- 
dent Candier’s call for a speech on ‘The 
Christian College and Nation.’’ General 
Evans spoke with great effect and at his 
conclusion he paid a most beautiful tribute 
to General Robert IE. Lee -and Bishop 
George Foster Pierce, the two men whom 
the general said had most influenced him.

President Dowman’s Speech. 


Dr. Charles E, Dowman was then call- 
ed for and made a noble speecn pledging 
his every effort to old Emory.

I have seen many things in the providence 
of God in my own lite and in the life of 
those Whom 1 have loved and in the fortuhes 
of the church that I beitieve I love more 
than my life and as far as was in me, l 
have tried fuily the oftice calling 
me it, and when on Saturday 
evening last a little after sundown, 
summons came from the retiring president 
and chairman of the board of trustees of 
tumory coliege that {L had been called 
to take up tuis worn | could not und it in 
my heart to refuse. With that sense ol Ire- 
sponsibility which so nearly stunned me 
as [ read the telegram in my _ hore, 1 
could not find it in my heart to refuse. for 
more than twenty-nine years I have known 
the little town of Oxford and have been 
faruiliar with the faces and scenes Of this 
God-blessed and honored spot, and as l 
came back tonight thinking of the days 
that have been, waezn in school, first under 
the ‘instruction of two men who used to 
teach in the 1 prayer chapel—they used 
to Call them ‘Trty’ and ‘Towser’ for short— 
and when under\the instruction of these 
two men-and sinde under others, when I 
entered college proper and came under the 
instruction of my first teacher here, Sid 
Lewis, now editor of the Sparta Ishmaelite, 
ard Dr. Hopkins, then professor of natural 
science and teacher of geometry, and 
others who. have gone the way of all men, 
I feel that the years have gone apace apd 
I have done but little, but in the providence 
of God I have come here tonight to take 
up another work for me to do—-a greater 
work—ard to make a greater self-sacrifice 
if irdeed it must be made in this case and 
the case of Christian education—and, God 
helping me, I am willing to do the best I 
can, and as I'stand here tonight and look 
into the faces of those present I fee] that 
I am standing in the fooisteps of that illus- 
trious man and president—our bishop who 
has just spoken—and I feel that it Is an 
honor, . 

“T thank you for the many kind things 
you have done for me and the many 
cheering words already spoken during the 
few hours I have been with you. I need 
your love and your co-operation and your 
promises to do more than has been done 
to build up the institution.

T. Pendleton argued for the defense and 
Solicitor Hill and ‘Colonel T. W. Rucker 
for the prosecution. 

The evidence was taken up in every par- 

' tievlar and analyzed, especially by the de- 
fense, until it left the prosecution almost 
without a case. Mr. Rucker, in closing, 
made a strong and vigorous argument for 
the prosecution. Malice on the part of Con- 
ley was the tHeme of the défense and 
every effort was made to show this feat- 
ure of the case in a strong light. 

Conley’s character in the neighborhood 
was dwelt upon by the lawyers and had 
much effect on the jurymen. The evidence 
of the prosecution was attacked on the 
ground that the witnesses who testified so 
positively to the crime were not in a po- 
sition to’ see what they swore did happen. 
One of the persons who saw the principal 
portion of the murder was C. Q. Trimble, 
but he was not ‘placed on the stand by 
either side. The defense took this as a 
strong point for them, saying that the pros- 
ecution feared Trimble knew too much 
and was afraid he would tell. 

The Charge of the Court. 

Judge Candler charged the jury at 2 
O’cloe®Rt He went exhaustively into the 
law of the case and his able charge gave 
the jury a clear understanding of the 
points of law and evidence it was to con- 
sider in making up a verdict. 

Before the verdict was made up Judge 
Candler instructed the bailiffs to watch 
closely and if any cheering or applauding 
was heard in the courtroom to arrest the 
parties offending. The verdict was read, 
but there was no sign of approval or dis- 
approval on the part of the crowd in the 
courtroom. 

Many Cases Disposed Of. 

A large number of cases were disposed 
of during the day. Besides the Cox case, 
which consumed over half the time, over 
twenty-two cases were cleared from the 
docket. Thi® is almost a record for fast 
work. Judge Candler will finish his court 
today if the rapid rate which he has com- 
menced continues. During the two days 
the court has been in session there have 
been about forty cases heard. Some of the 
defendants plead guilty, but many of them 
are taken up and tried by juries. As many 
as three juries have been out at one time. 

Court convenes at 8 o’clock and adjoturns 
in the afternoon about 6:30 o’clock. The 
cases being heard in the court are largely 
misdemeanors. 

The sentences imposed on Monday aggre- 
gated thirty-one years and those yesterday 
very nearly as much. Many of the pris- 
oners go to the county chaingang, as they 
afe sent up for only twelve months. 


BOSTWICK IS SENT TO JAIL.

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Spalding County Was the Scene of 
Butler Bostwick’s Alleged

Judge N. R. Broyles yesterday morning 
remanded Butler Bostwick, of Spalding 
county, to jail in default of a $200 bond, on 
his being found /guilty of illicit distilling of 
whisky. Last March Deputy Colleetor Dis- 
muke, of Spalding county, in company with 
a large party of revenue agents, raided a 
still in that county ang met with strong re- 
sistance from a number of mooshiners col- 
lected in the place. 

The raid was made at night an@ a des- 
perate fight took place between the officers 
and the party of moonshiners. Several shots 
were exchanged and in the melee one of the 
deputies was slightly wounded. 

The lawbreakers soon broke from their 
retreat, leaving the still in the hands of the 
officers. Most of them effected their escape 
and took refuge in the wild portions of 
Henry county. As the moonshiners stam- 
peded from their hiding place, Depwty Co!- 
fector Dismuke claims that he recognized 
Butler Bostwick in the party and a sharp 
watch has been kept for him by the officers 
in the district. 

Last Monday the -suspected moonshiner 
suddenly made his appearance in Spalding 
county and he was promptly nabbed by the 
officérs. Bostwick was brought to Atlanta 
yesterday for a preliminary trial before 
Judge Broyles and the evidence against him 
was of such a mature as to lead the judge 
to bind him over to the federa) court. He 
was unable to give the bond required and 
Was sent to the Fylton country jail to await 
his trial. 

Bostwick is the only one of the party of 
moonshiners in Spalding-who has been ap- 
prehended so far, but Deputy Dismuke 
gays that he has his eye skinned for the 
rest of the party.

CONFEREES ARE HARD AT WORK. 


Republican Members Considering the 
War Revenue Measure. 

Washington, June 7.—The republican 
members of the conference committee on 
the war revenue bill were in caucus for 
about four hours today, and it is said by 
members of the caucus that they practi- 
eally reached an agreement on me — 
important items of difference between t : 
two houses. They relate to the canetie 
of the silver bullion, the form of the bon 
provision and the amount of the bonds, 
the inheritance tax, the duty on tea and so 
forth. These questions have not yet been 
raised in the full cenference and the repub- 
licans decline to state any points of their 

eement. 
nthe general impression among ‘senators 
is that there will be some provision for 
coining the seigniorage and possibly all 
the silver bullion in, the treasury, but it 
is not believed that the terms of the senate 
bill will be accepted without material modi- 
fication. The result of the Oregon election 
strengthened those opposed to making any 
coneessions to silver, but it also had the 
effect of causing the western republican 
senators to be all the more clamorous for 
recognition. They express eonfidence that 
their representations will not go unheeded 
and they profess to speak upon assurances 
from republican members of the confer- 
ence. Two sessions of the full committee 
were held, but in these only matters of 
minor importance were passed upon, and 
as a rule the senate amendments on these 
matters were accepted. 

Among the changes was one in the beer 
tax provision, making it definite that the 
stock on hand exempted should be the 
stock in the hands of the dealers and not 
of brewers. There is quite a contest over 
the senate amendment exempting the to- 
baceo stock on hand from taxation, but 
this schedule has not been passed upon. 
The indications are, however, that the sen- 
ate provision will stand. The house con- 
ferees are making a determined contest to 
relieve insurance agents from the license 
of $12 a year and they have indicated a 
tendency to allow the tax on bankers, bro- 
kers, theaters and so forth to stand if the 
insurance agents are not taxed. They are 
also making an onslaught on Senator Chil- 
ton’s amendment extending the provisions 
in regard to proprietary medicines to other 
articles and the senate’s representatives in- 
dicate a disposition to yield on this point. 

Senator Allison expressed the opinion at 
noon that a report could be made tomor- 
row, but when adjournment was taken 
for the night he modified the statement 
by saying while he thought the committee 
could conclude its work tomorrow, it would 
not be able to report before Thursday. 

“These are,’ he said, “many things on 
which we are on the verge of agreement,

The Liverpool market, which has been 
steadily declining for several days, waé 
espec:ally demoralized today and reported 
a drop equal to 8%c per bushel in July 
and 44c in September with continental 
markets also lower. The crop outlook con- 
tinued all that could be desired with’ the 
grain in large areas ready for the reaper. 
The Kansas report set at rest the rumors 
about cinch bugs and rust. As a result 
longs quickly began to liquidate. There 
was “an urgent short selling, sales on stop 
loss orders and exhausted margins. Un- 
der the pressure the market went off rap- 
idly. The rally which followed was due 
chiefly to the fact that many shorts were 
disposed to take advantage of the break 
to secure profits. This class of buying 
was sufficient in volume to cause a tem- 
porary reaction. Heavy export figures gave 
the discouraged bulls heart enough to take 
on some wheat, and caused many shorts 
to get out and“be in position to contem-+ 
plate the situation philosophically for a 
while. A heavy thundrestorm broke over 
the board of trade buliding that settied the 
fight. The shorts rushed to get their wheat 
in out of the wet and the market became 
quite strong. 

After a weak opening corn became strong 
on favorable crop reports from Kansas. 
There was no export demand, however. 
This. together with the decline in wheat, 
caused a decline in prices near the close. 

Selling orders predominated in oats at 
the opening. Later, however, buyers took 
hold and the market steadily advanced 
until a gain of %c over yesterday’s close 
Was made. <A slight reaction took place 
at the close. 

Heavy grain markets at lower prices for 
live hogs weakened provisions. One or 
two heavy selling orders were on the 
market, but at the decline in prices there 
were plenty of buyers. July pork opened

THE CROP BULLETIN 


Weekly Report Is Out Showing Ti Cen. 
dition Up te Date. 


ENCOUREGING TO THE FARMERS 


Crops Throughout the State Are in 
Good Conditfon—Rein Is Needed 
in Some Portions. 


Weather Forecaster W. R. Marbury has 
issued his weekly builetin containing the 
crop report for the week ending ‘ast Mon- 
day. The report is full of interesting facts 
relative to the condition of the Georgia 
crops and will be eagerly read by the far- 
mers of the state. The bulletin in full fol- 
lows: 

“The weather conditions haye not mate- 
rially changed during the past week or 
iwo and crops over most of the state are 
needing rain. Cotton has suffered least 
from the drought and is making steady, 
though not rapid, improvement, It has been 
thoroughly worked and in some sections is 
blooming and taking on squares. Corn is 
suffering in some sections and needing rain 
generally. Gardens and grass are failing 
rapidly and in many localities water is 
growing scarce. Wheat harvest is over in 
most sections and the crop is unusually 
large and good. All crops are well worked 
and would be very much benefited by good, 
soaking rains. 

“Throughout the past week the weather 
in the central counties has been very dry 
and warm and vyery little improvement 
has been made in growing crops. Cotton is 
in a good, healthy condition amd is clean 
and well worked, but is small. Corn is 
small and needing rain. In some sections 
it is turning yellow and is suffering se- 
riously from the drought. In some fields 
it is beginning to tassel. Gardens are faii- 
ing rapidly for want of moisture and pas- 
tures are drying up. Wheat harvesting 
about over, and threshing has commenced. 
Both wheat and winter oats are turning 
out remarkably well. Groundpeas and wa- 
termelons are not doing much and will not 
until it rains. Wells are low amd many 
streams are failing. 

“Crops arg showing the ill effects of con- 
tinued dry pines in the northern counties. 
Cotton is ,dding well considering the small 

amoumt or rain. It is not really suffering 
yet, though good showers would be very 

beneficial. Corn, though small and back- 
ward for the season, is doing fairly well. 

Gardens and pastures are being ruined by 
drought. Wheat and oats are very good, 

but there is considerable rust on whedt in 

a few localities. Harvesting is now in prog- 

ress in some counties. The outlook for 
peaches continues good. Good showers oc- 

curred in a few seetions on the 2d and did 
much good. In some counties watermelons 
are blooming and young fruit is forming. 

“Little or no rain has fallen in the north- 
eastern counties during the week and the 
ground is very dry anu hard. Corn and 
cotton have not suffered as yet, but grasses 
and gardens are failing rapidly. Wheat and 
Oat harvest continues and both are turning 
out well, but spring oats will not. amount 
to much. Irish potatoes are suffering con- 
siderably from bugs and drought. Reports 
relative to the peach crop are favorable. 
Sweet potato, tobacco and cabbage plants 
are seriously in need of moisture; some who 
have only small patches of enbbages and 
Sweet potatoes have kept them alive by 
watering. 

“Crops are needing rain badly over the 
eastern coumties, where the weather con- 
tinues dry and hot. Corn is beginning 
to wilt and turn yellow in some places. 
Cotton, which has been doing fairly well, 
is beginning to show’the effects of contin- 
uous dry and hot tveather. It is being 
worked over the second time. Potatoes. 
rice and gardens are not doing well, and 
Will not improve without rain. There will 
be a good crop of peaches and grapes. Ap- 
ples will be very scarce. Blackberries are 
small on account of drought, but are plenti- 
ful. Me.ons are looking well, but are back- 
ward. 

“Throughout the southeastern counties 
the week has been hot and dry; no general 
rains have fallen, but a few local showers 
have done .some good. Upland crops are 
‘badly in need of rain. Rice, while needing 


crop. « 


rain, is not yet suffering. Early planted 
rice is being harvested in portions of Mc- 
Intosh county. Gardens have failed rapidly 
and in some sections are beyond recovery. 
The largest wheat crop in several years 
has been harvested and saved. Cotton is 
doing fairly well in some sections, while in 
others it is suffering considerabiy for mois- 
ture. There is a large acreage plamted in 
cane, but the stands ar® not generally good. 

“Except a few scattered showers, the 
drought continues unbroken in the southern 
counties; rain is much needed. Where 
showers have fa.ilien crops are doing nicely, 
but over most of the counties vegetation 
is suffering. Early planted cotton is mak- 
ing squares and is doing fairly well. While 
cotton has suffered less than other crops, it 
is needing rain in most sections. Corn is 
not growing much, but is generally of a 
good color and in a healthy condition, Mel- 
ons are ripening In a few counties and 
some wiil be shipped during the coming 
week. The fruit crop, except pears, will 
be good. 

“Several good showers have fallen in the 
southwestern counties during the week and 
crops are not suffering as a rulé, but are 
looking better than last week. Hail and 
wind did some damage in portions of Thom- 
and Decatur counties. The oat crop 
is about saved, but-is rather poor. Corn 
is doing well and is now silking and tas- 
seling. Cotton lo@ks well: the early plant- 
ings are beginning to bloom. Watermelons 
are looking well and will be ready to ship 
in aboyt ten days. Peaches are doing well. 
Blackberries are ripening and the crop will 
be fairly good. Apples and pears very 
scaree. In portions of Stewart county 
the dftought seems yery serious: wells are 
drying up and some water is beimg hauled. 

“In the western counties the drought 
has been temporarily broken in localities 
by scattered showers, but as a rule rain 
is very much needed. Cotton is small, but 
looking fairlv well, with only a fair stand. 
Cora is about holding its own and would 
be greatly revived by good soaking rains. 
Wheat harvest is still {n progress and turn- 
ing out well. Pastures and gardens are 
seriously in need of rain, which should

the latter. 

“Dry weather, broken here and there hy 
local showers, continues in the northwest- 
ern counties.

Fund Must Be Increased Now Over 
Thirteen Hundred Dollars. 
Capt. Nash’s Stirring 
Letter. | 


The young ladies of the Atlanta Relief 
Association are meeting with great success 
in the emergency fund they are raising for 
the soldiers, and the subscription list is 
now over $1,300, but they call upon the 
public to further aid them in their good 
work and provide for the Atlanta soldiers 
who haye gone to the front. A letter from 
Captain Joseph Nash published elsewhere 
has deeply stirred the young women and 
they are determined to do their utmost to 
provide for the sick and suffering as long 
- gs there is an Atlanta man in front. 

As will be seen from Captain Nash's let- 
ter, ‘the soldiers have not as yet been fully 
equipped by the government, nor have 
they received their pay, consequently they 
are at the mercy of the dreadful heat and 
rough rations, not properly clad, and in- 
stead of growing stronger, many may be 
growing weaker. It will take compara- 
tively little to supply those accessories of 
health that are really in the gature of ne- 
cessities to health, as well as comfort, and 
it becomes the patriotic duty of Atlanta 
to support the work of her noble young 
women to lighten the present burdens of 
the Atlanta soldiers. 

Never have the young women of the city 
been more united in any movement and 
their earnestness and good work partakes 
so nearly of the spirit shown by their 
mothers and grandmothers in the days of 
the confederacy that their work becOmes 
a touching incident in Atlanta’s history. | 

Though in a little over a weck’s time 
$1,300 has beem raised, it is not a sum suf- 
ficient to warrant their meeting the de- 
mands that come upon them in the nature 
of the actual needs of the soldiers, The 
Relief Association is organized on the best 
basis and those contributing toward the 
fund ma¥Y be assured that every cent of 
the money will be accounted for and only 
be expended in supplying the actual needs 
of the soldiers. 

There are those few individuals who ex- 
cuse themselves from contributing to the 
fund on the ground that the government 
will do her part toward the men and that 
they won’t suffer. Were the Atlanta men 
all regulars and accustomed to Tampa sum- 
mers, that argument might hold good, but 
when it is considered that many of them 
are not and not acclimated and that the 
government cannot on a moment's notice 
supply those things which could be supplied 
out of an emergency fund, the situation is 
changed and it seems but the duty of 
Atlanta to jook after her soldier boys. 

It is a remarkable fact and nevertheless 
true that some men in Atlanta, who know 
wel] the\ hardships of war and are now 
blessed with the luxuries of life, will re- 
mark in reference to the emergency fund: 

“Why, when I was a soldier in the civil 
war I suffered this hardship and that. I 
had no ice and lemons provided for me, 
and those boys down there better get used 
to it.” 

It would seem that these men of all 
cthers would be the first ones to help the 
soldiers of today. Knowing the hardships 
of the situation and the inspiration that 


attention in such times is to the soldier, ) 


it would be the noble and patriotic thing 
for these men that have suffered to be 
among the first to come to the assistance 
of those who suffer now. 

Many letters that have come from Flor- 
ida within the past few days reiterate the 
statement that since the Atlanta soldiers 
have learned of the Atlanta Relief Asso- 
ciation organized by the young ladies they 
have worked with greater courage and vig- 
or, and as one officer expresses it, ‘‘the 
news has made of them better men, their 
pride is greater, and they are seeking to be 
worthy of the interest of the noble young 
women interested in them.”’

I give 
here for your information the government ration allowance per man for one 


day: 


Meat, 16 ounces pork; flour, 18 ounces; beans 2.4 ounces or rice in lieu; coffee, 
1.6 ounce or .82 ounces tea; sugar, 2.4 ounces; pepper, .04 ounces; salt, .6 ounces; 


vinegar, .8 ounces. 


The above, as you see, is rather a monotonous diet if not changed ‘“semi-an- 


nually,” so f 


these reasons the volunteers suffer, whereas the regulars have

SAYS SHE DID NOT GET LOAN 


Makes Unusual Allegations—Hearing 
Is Set for June 1ith, When 
She Can Be Heard. 


A restraining order was issued against 
the National Building Association of Balti- 
more yesterday by Judge Lumpkin upon the 
petition of Mrs. Annie Dowman asking 
that an injunction be granted enjoining the 
association from selling a piece of her 
property on Buena Vista avenue. 

The petition makes unusual allegations 
and serious charges against the associa- 
tion. Some time ago, it is stated in the 
petition,’ Mrs. Dowman, under the advise- 
ment of Mr. I. R. Branham, who was until 
he left the city under a cioud the agent 
of the association, gave a mortgage to the 
association on her property fer $3,200 with 
the understanding that the company was 
to pay off a debt of $1,925 which was held 
against Mrs. Dowman by the Neal Loan 
and Banking Company. 

Mrs. Dowman alleges that after this debt 
was paid out of the $3,200 the remainder 
was to be paid to her. She says that she 
has never received any of the money and 
she does not know whether the debt of the 
Neal Loan and Banking Company has ever 
been paid or not. 

Notwithstanding these facts, the bill al- 
leges, the association is now advertising 
her property for sale, which is worth about 
$6,000. She wants an injunction to stop this 
sale. 

She alléges that the association has made 
her for the amount of the 
mortgage which she has never received. 
She says she has refused to pay the 
amount demanded, as she has not rece‘ved 
any of it, but has asked often for it. 

Judge Lumpkin set the hearing for the 
injunction for June lith. On Monday a sim- 
ilar bill against the same association was 
filed by Laura Glover to restrain the asso- 
clation from removing her out of a house.

State of Georgia v. Wrightsville and Ten- 
Jie -Railroad Company. Before Judge 

Ha Laurens superior court, 

Simmons, C. J.—There is no law which 
confers upon the railroad commission of 
this state the power to compel a railroad 
company to make a contract for the ship- 
ment of goods beyond the terminus of its 
own line or to issue a through bill of lad- 
ing binding such company so to do; nor 
is the fact that a railroad company actual- 
ly contracts for the shipment and delivery 
of goods beyond its own terminus to a des- 
ignated point and issues bills of lading ac- 
cordingly, when the same are routed over 
a particular one of its connecting lines, 
to be treated as unjustly: diseriminating 
against another connecting line becaluse 
the company first mentioned refuses to 
issue through biés of lading for the ship- 
ment over the latter of goods consigned to 
the same point of destination.

CASE 525. 

Wagnon, trustee, v. Pease. Before Judge 
Feiton. Houston superior court. 
Lumpkin, P. J.—1. A petition to foreclose 

a mortgage executed by a trustee, which 
sets out in full the terms of an order pass- 
ed by a court of competent jurisdiction au- 
thorizing him to create a mortgage upon 
the trust estate, is good in form as well as 
in substance, in so far as it relates to the 
trustee’s power to enter into a contract of 
this character. The validity of such an 
order is not affected by the fact that the 
trustee failed to attach to his application 
for leave to mortgage a copy of the trust 
deed or other tmstrument by which he was 
appointed. Nor is such an order to be treat- 
ed as void because it fails to recite who are 
the beneficiaries of the trust; nor because 
the record of the proceedings upon which 
it was based does not affirmatively show 
that service upon all parties at 
was duly made, Such an order, because 
granted by a court of general jurisdiction, 
has all the sancuity which attaches to a 
formal judgment; and every presumption in 
favor of its validity is to be indulged. Ac- 
cordingly, in the present foreclosure pro- 
ceeding, it was not necessary for the plain- 
tiff to allege or prove that the trustee was 
regularly and lawfully appointed, and 
therefore was entitled to apply for and ob- 
tain leave to execute the mortgage sought 
to be foreclosed. 

(a) The order of court relied om in this 
case was not vo'‘d for uncertainty. 

2. Although such a mortgage may contain 
stipulations not authorized by the judge's 
order, the whole instrument is not for that 
reason void; and in a proceeding looking 
to an enforcement of the’ contract omy in 
so far as it is legal, the notes and mort- 
gage executed by the trustee in pursuance 
of the power comferred upon him by the 
order passed are admissible in evidence for 
the purpose of proving the contract as 
insisted upon; certainly so in the absence 
of any objection on the part of the defen- 
dant specially calling upon the plaintiff to 
offer the instruments for a specified pur- 
pose or purposes as to which and to which 
alone they were relevant. 

8. In resistance to the foreclosure of a 
mortgage upon trust property it is compe- 
tent for the trustee to interpose a piea of 
usury. 

4. The trustee is also at eberty to attack 
the order of court authorizing the creation 
of the mortgage, on the ground that ser- 
viee of the proceedings upon which such 
order was based was not, in point of fact, 
made upon the cestuis que trust, none of 
whom had either waived service or subse- 
quentiy ratified his act in executing the 
mortgage. we 

(a) Upon a review of the case of Ruth- 
erford v. Larned (March term, 1897), the 
decision therein, in so far as it lays down 
the contrarv doctrine, is overruled. 

5. The trustee is, however, estopped from 
raising any issue concerning the legaiity 
of his appointment. 

6. 1f prior to the filing of the plaintiff's 
petition to foreclose the mortgage the trust 
became executed, the proceeding should 
have been imstituted against the former 
cestuis que trust instead of the discharged 
trustee.

VERDICT FOR THE SOUTHERN. 


Negro Boy, John Peel, Loses His Dam- 
age Suit in Federal Court. 

In the case of Jokn Peel against the 
Southern railway, in which the plaintiff was 
suing the road for th@ loss ofAhis right 
leg, the federal court held yesterday morn- 
ing that the accident was due entirely tu 
the carelessness of the plaintiff and that 
the Southern railway was not to blame. 
The accident happened last spring near Pe- 
ters street crossing and was a rather pe- 
culiar one. 

John Peel is a negro boy cf eighteen and 
lives out near the scene of the accident. 
He and a number of his friends had a 
habit of swinging on te the outgoing trains 
und jumping off at the outskirts of the 
city. On this occasion Peel jumped on a 
Central train at night and intended to leap 
off after a time and return to his home. 
Near the city limits he took his fatal leap 
and jumping from the platform, landed 
right in front of a passing freight on the 
Southern track. It was too dark for any 
One to see him and the heavy wheels of 
the freight passed over his right lez, sever- 
ing it from his body. A hard fight was 
made in behalf of the plaintiff, but the 
ecurt held that the injury to his body was 
due to his own carelessness and disregard

pressly declares that the brief of evidence 

accompanying a motion for a new trial 
must be filed during the term at which the 
trial was had, one who seeks for leave to 
file such a brief after the expiration of the 
term,.as a matter of right, must obtain a 
clear and unequivocal order granting such 
leave: and inasmuch as it is frequently true 
that the purpose of a movant in pfocuring 
an order allowing additional time after the 
expiration of a term to. ‘‘complete a motion” 
for a mew trial, is simply to reserve the 
right of amending the grounds of the mo- 
tion, an order which merely allows addi- 
tional time for completing a motion will 
not, when construed by the judge who 
granted. it as not embracing the priviiege of 
filing a.brief of evidence, be d‘fferently 

construed by this court. . 

2. Accordingly, a term order allowing one
